Wisconsin is riding high. He can afford to 
his critics with a “dare” which he knows they 
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has performed a most useful seryice in its in- 
vestigation of McCarthy. The subcommittee has 
added important items to the McCarthy story 
which remains now, as it was before election, 
the sordid story of an ambitious and unscrupu- 
lous man whose personal character is no lovelier 
than the reckless methods he uses to destroy 
the character of others. The record exists, not 
to be expunged. Some day the people of Wis- 
consin will take a closer look at it. 

The subcommittee’s strongest positive conclu- 
sion is that McCarthy showed disdain and con- 
‘tempt for the Senate when he took every possi- 
ble step to thwart the investigation. Naturally, 
he would. That is how McCarthy operates—by 
throwing up such a cloud of slander and smear 
that his own acts will escape the bright light of 
truth. 


For the rest, the subcommittee largely deals 
in questions which it raises and does not answer. 
But the factual context of this cautious tech- 
nique is important in rounding out the McCarthy 
story. For example, consider the famous case of 
the Lustron check. 

Anybody with a straightforward moral ‘sense 
can understand what kind of man would use 
his official position to sandbag a government- 
financed corporation into paying him $10,000 
for a pamphlet on housing containing nothing 
that could not be obtained free from government 
publicity men. This phase of McCarthy’s record 
has long been known. What is not so well known 
is the Hennings subcommittee’s evidence that 
McCarthy used the $10,006 to invest in the 
stock of a railroad which was alse a beneficiary 
of RFC loans. 

The stock turned out to be an excellent in- 
vestment; McCarthy sold two-thirds of it, three 
years later, at a profit 6f $35,614. The Hennings 
subcommittee wonders whether there was any 
connection between this particular investment 
and McCarthy's position as a member of the 
Senate Banking Committee. It's a good question. 

Other good questions are asked. For instance: 
at a time of sugar shortage, in 1947, McCarthy 
attacks the government’s sugar controls, which 
are of special interest to Pepsi-Cola and other 
soft drink makers; McCarthy needs extra col- 
lateral to cover loans from his bank; he gets the 
Washington lobbyist for Pepsi-Cola to indorse a 
$20,000 note. Question: who was McCarthy work- 
ing for when he attacked sugar controls—Pepsi- 
Cola, or the people who elected him? : 

The questions asked by the subcommittee are 
easily answered by anybody who will apply or- 
dinary standards of ordinary public morality to 
this contemptible demagogue from Wisconsin. 
And when they are honestly answered they can- 
not be thrust aside with the weak rejoinder that 
“Well, anyway, McCarthy does useful work by 
scourging the Communists.” The Communists 
cannot be successfully scourged by unclean 
hands. Moral perfidy in our ideological enemies 
does not éxcuse moral perfidy in ourselves. 

McCarthy, as further illuminated by the Hen- 
nings subcommittee’s report, remains what he 
was—one of those sad mistakes which the voters 
occasionally make, but which usually they get 
around to correcting in time. : 
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Simple Question, Simple Answer 

President Truman’s suggestion for a quick 
move to cut the tax liability of the incoming 
President, Vice President and Speaker has met 
a mixed reception. 

Some Republican leaders are friendly to the 
idea. Others, suspicious souls, fear that it may 
be a booby trap, laid by the wily Mr. Truman 
to lure the innocent Republitans into committing 
a political error. 

Oddly enough, very little comment has been 
addressed to the question of whether it would 
be right or wrong for Congress before Jan. 20 
to change the law so that Gen. Eisenhower, Sen- 
‘ator Nixon and Speaker Martin world be able 
to deduct from their income taxes an allowance 
for living expenses in Washington. 

The purpose of the constitutional provision 
forbidding an increase in compensation for of- 
ficeholders during their tenure is quite clear. 
The purpose is to prevent the supporters of an 
administration from voting its members more 
pay. Thanks to the accident of inauguration 
dates, Congress could circumvent this purpose 
up until Jan. 20 but not thereafter. But would 
it be within the spirit of the Constitution to 
take such technical advantgge of the situation? 

If anybody ever gets around to asking that 
question, the answer ought to be self-evident. 
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Integrating Economie Aid 

President-elect Eisenhower’s reported plan to 
reorganize all foreign economic programs under 
a single independent agency makes a good deal 
of sense, In theory the Mutual Security Agency 
is supposed to exercise some sort of over-all 
authority now, but in fact foreign aid functions 
are fairly well scattered among numerous juris- 
dictions. | 

For example, the MSA handles technical assist- 
ance to countries of Southeast Asia which have 
military aid pacts with this country, but the 
State Department handles it where there is no 
military agreement. Both the MSA and the De- 
partment of Defense operate offshore procure- 
ment programs. The Commerce Department and 
the Treasury exercise certain authority in cer- 
tain fields. 

Desirable as it is to bring ali these threads to- 
‘gether under a single agency, the feat cannot 
be performed simply by waving a wand. Nor 
would unification fail to create problems of its 
own. 

One of these problems is how to make sure 
that the proposed Overseas Economic Adminis- 


tration carries out the same basic policies for 


which the State Department is responsible. Since 
the heads of both agencies would sit in the same 
cabinet, there ought not to be any problem here. 
But government being what it is, whether under 
Republican or Democratic ‘leadership, the dgn- 
ger of interagency competition must be faced. 
An independent foreign aid agency with lots 
of money to spend, operating in the major capi 


hower popularity vote, will, consist 85 
publicans and 70 Democrats, with two seats 
vacant. . 

Does this mean that Missouri must now wit- 
ness a political cat-and-dog fight at Jefferson 
City? Does it mean one branch of the Legisla-

The situation in Missouri is much as it was 
Illinois in 1949. Four years ago, Gov. Steven- 
son, a Democrat, faced a Republican Senate and 
a Democratic House. He appealed above parti- 
sanship to both chambers to work for the people 
of the state.. The result was one of the most 
constructive sessions in many years in Illinois. 
What occurred in Illinois in 1949 should now 
take place in Missouri. Let the seeming handi- 
cap be turned to the advantage of the people.

Mr. Kaufman Coming Back 

Playwright George S. Kaufman is being re- 
stored to the television program, “This Is Show 
Business,” and an injustice is about to be right- 
ed.

Now Mr. Kaufman is coming back 
under new sponsorship, it ought to be noted 
and those who took the hatchet to him the first 
time may try again. We hope the new sponsor 
will ignore any further threats. Nobody's ap- 
pearance on television should turn on a single 
remark no more offensive than the one in 
question. 
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Pride, Prejudice and Petroleum 

Whether the weekend anti-Communist rioting 
in Iran will have any direct effect on that coun- 
try’s oil-induced crisis is, of course, difficult to 
say. In their persistant way, the Russians will 
try to make capital of it, but that is only one 
more reason for the West to press harder for 
a settlement. 

Another effort in that direction actually was 
started in the last week of 1952. United States 
Ambassador Loy Henderson returned to Teheran 
for further talks with Premier Mossadegh, and 
Assistant Secretary of State Henry Byroade went 
to London for discussions with the British au- 
thorities. Perhaps these will have an echo in 
Mr. Churchill’s current visit to this country. 

By now it ought to be clear that mistakes 
have been made by both the British and the 
Iranians in their dispute over the exploitation 
of Iran's oil and the operation of the Abadan 
refinery. Obviously the British should have 
adopted a conciliatory attitude much earlier than 
they did. And the Iranians should have been 
less cocksure that the West could not get along 
without their oil and therefore would have to 
settle on any terms they might dictate. An 
even bigger misstep Was Mossadegh's emotional 
break with London. 

Mistakes, however, can be undone by recog- 
nizing them for what they are, and by acknowl- 
edging that stubbornness pays no dividends. 
Fortunately the United States Embassy in Te- 
heran still remains as a link between the two 
disputants. We are ready not only to provide 
the medium for an exchange of views, but we 
have also made suggestions for an accommoda- 
tion. 

Pride and prejudice are deeply involved on 
both sides; but it would be a bargain to sacri- 
fice them for an accord, Can we make Teheran 
and London see that? 
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Cabinet Chair for Mr. Dodge 


President-elect Eisenhower has made a sound 
decision in inviting the newly, chosen Budget 
Director, Joseph M. Dodge, to sit in at Cabinet 
meetings. 

The Detroit banker, who has been named for 
this post, will shoulder onc of the heaviest of 
responsibilities in the new administration. If 
the budget is to be balanced—and that is a 
pledge of the Republicans—Mr. Dodge will have 
a great deal to do with seeing that it ‘is bal- 
anced not only on paper but in practice. ‘ 

There is no point in attempting to rate the 
importance of this post in terms of full-fledged 
Cabinet seats. But it is hard to see how the 


office of Director of the Budget can be placed 


below that of Secretary of Labor or Secretary 
of Commerce in these times. 

The extra chair that will be drawn up in the 
White House offices for Mr. Dodge will be well 
worth the space it occupies. 
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Southern Democrats are going to be given a 
voice in the choice of federal officeholders in 
Dixie states which went for Eisenhower, and 
somebody, presumably will explain just how that 
will help build up the Republican party in the 
South.

Dr. Albert Einstein once said to me 
“Bullets kill men but atomic bombs kill 
cities. A tank is a defense against a bul- 
let, but there is no defense in science 
against the weapon which can destroy 
civilization.” 

Let me list some of the weapons we will 
use against each other if we come to 
World War III. In their totality they will 
scorch the earth: 


The atomic bomb. . Despite the notorious 
ability of the human race to exaggerate, 
very few printed accounts have exagger- 
ated the power of this weapon. We will 
soon have thousands of them. We can de- 
stroy the cities of men on earth. 


The fact is that the A-bomb is a new 
dimension in human affairs. It is not just 
a super-weapon for militar affairs. 

The improved models can be carried 
in less space and can be delivered 
by almost any means that one could use to 
deliver an outsize artillery shell. The first 
bombs had a blast damage area of perhaps 
seven square miles; current ones are 
estimated to have blast damage of 25 
square miles. So when one thinks of a dis- 
aster affecting a half million persons, it is 
a misnomer to call it a bomb.” 


No Mere “Baby” Bomb

made, comparable to fission itself, the laws 
of the chain reaction forbid the production 
of any atomic explosion very much smaller 
than the ones we have known.

The recoilless rifle. Few mention this as 
one of the main additions to the new ar- 
senal, and those who do usually confuse it 
with the bazooka, which is a rocket.

Pattern of Destruction 


The guided missile. This is by far the 
most important postwar development, and 
would belong at the top of the list ex- 
cept that it has not yet reached maturity. 
The Navy fighter planes which were rigged 
with radio-controls and _ television-views 
are only pilot models for what military 
planners hope to achieve. 

The present planes travel only some 300 
miles per hour, whereas the German V-2s 
traveled more than a 1000 miles per hour. 
Something like the latter speed will be 
needed to arch through the trajectory of 
inter-continental missile-attack, and this 
is much easier imagined than done. Its 
speed made it impossible to shoot down a 
V-2. Had it been “guided,” Hitler might 
have won the war.

flaunting it. During the 1890s and the 
early Twentieth Century they reveled in 
their “sinfulness,” their trreligion> their 
liberation from Victorian 
During the glittering’ 1920s and the gaunt 
1930s, they no longer rebelled, because 
they believed in nothing to rebel against; 
they wandered through their wastelands, 
despising each oasig as a fraud, assuring 
themselves that every vision was a mirage. 

In this book, Clellon Holmes undertakes 
to describe- the mood of the men and 
women now coming into maturity—what he 
calls the “beat” generation, people 80 
long pushed around that they now seek 
only to maintain their existence. Depres- 
sion-born, war-mauled, they neither rebel 
nor despair. 

They somewhat resemble residents of a 
bombed-out city, whose homes, jobs, and 
ambitions are buried under rubble, and 
who are moved. solely by the elementary 
urge of self-preservation. Self-preservation, 
for members of the “beat” generation, 
means finding something to make them- 
selves feel alive. 

So these people of Holmes’ book experi- 
ment ceaselessly with sex, marijuana and 
liquor. They feel a momentary glow in 
the soaring of a jazz trumpet. Some get 
their “kicks” from sadism, some from ni- 
hilism, some from stealing automobiles. 

ers rummage through the garret. of 
the world’s poetry and philosophy, hoping 
an idea or an emotion may capture them. 

For although they must “go” constantly, 
none knows where he is going. And 
Holmes offers no solutions. His most dis- 
sipated character gets himself killed event- 
ually, but in a me less accident. His 
most ardently poetic character winds up 
with his life blighted because it had never 
occurred to him that he could be affected 
by the ordinary functioning of man-made 
law. And his most thoughtful character is 
still saying, as the book ends, “Where is 
our home?”

On the Way Back. 


Despite Mr. Truman's re-elec- 
tion in 1948, the Republican party 
has been fighting its way back 
to power since 1940. Naturally 
enough this hard fought political 
campaign to return to. power was 
based on and was conducted from 
the Congress, that is to say from 
the only branch of the Govern- 
ment in which Republicans had 
survived the Roosevelt landslides. 

Those who were fit enough to 
survive in the hard political cli- 
ray had, in the nature of things, 
to Republicans from constitu- 
encies which were heavily, almost 
invulnerably Republican. And be- 
ing survivors, they grew in sen- 
jority by the act of surviving. 
Thus they acquired the right 
when the big change eventually 
came to be the chairmen of the 
committees. 

Although they would not have 
been chairmen if Eisenhower had 
not won the election and carried 
in with him enough Republicans 
to organize the House and the 
Senate, the fact remains that 
their seniority comes from their 
own deep personal roots in their 
own states and districts. 


Barons and War Lords. 


During the long years of o 
position these senior Republicans 
in Congress owed almost nothing 
to the national party as such, 
virtually everything to their own 
opposition in their own consti- 
tuencies. Thus they came to re- 
gard themselves rightly enough, 
as powers in their own right. 
And being the only opposition 
there was, they had to be ac- 
cepted by the party more or less 
on their own terms. 

Thus they became in effect not 
a discipline’, organized party but 
something rather like an assem- 


bly of barons dealing with a try

Return to Discipline. 


Between the wars, the party 
caucus disintegrated. Since then 
the party system has been break- 
ing up.

More and more the parties 
have become loose aggregations 
of semi-sovereign politicians, war 
lords, princelings and chieftains 
who govern not by responding to 
leadership but by forming com- 
binations among themselves.

Coast Conference and 
Big Ten Will Renew 
Rose Bowl Grid Pact 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 5 (UP) 
~The Pacific Coast Conference 
and the Big Ten probably will re- 
new their Rose Bowl pact if the 
N. C. A. A. votes approval of the 
continuance of post-season, foot- 
ball games.

14 PERSONS CONVICTED 


sz OF PAKISTAN RED PLOT 


Former Army Chief of Staff 
Among Those Convicted 
in 18-Month Trial. 


KARACHI, Jan, 5 (AP)—An 18- 
month-long secret trial ended to- 
day with conviction of 14 persons, 
including the former Pakistan 
Army chief of staff, on charges of 
conspiring to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment and set up a Communist 
type military dictatorship. 

An announcement from Hyder- 
abad prison said Maj. Gen. Ak- 
bar Khan, the former Army chief, 
was sentenced to 12 years—the 
highest penalty assessed. Con- 
victed with Khan were 10 other 
officers and three civilians, in- 
cluding Syed Sajjad Zaheer, sec- 
retary of the Pakistan Communist 
party, and Faiz. Ahmad. Faiz, 
known Communist leader who was 
editor of the Pakistan Times. 

The wife of the major general, 
the fifteenth defendant, was re- 
leased. 

Arrest of the top military fig- 
ures and the civilians was an- 
nounced at Lahore on March 9, 
1931, by Premier Liaquat Ali 
Kahn. He was assassinated by a 
Moslem fanatic at Rawalpindi in 
October of that year. The Pakis- 
tan government is still investigat- 
ing all aspects of the assassina- 
tion. 

Liaquat Ali Khan charged the 
defendants planned to imprison 
High Pakistan officials and take 
over the Government. He or- 
dered the trial held in secrecy be- 
cause “Pakistan is in a state close 
to war.” At the time relations 
between India and Pakistan were 
considerably more strained than 
now, despite the present dispute 
over the state of Kashmir. The 
trial opened in Hyderabad prison 
in June 1951.

Almost three persons a day 


died on Missouri highways in 
1952, the State Highway Patrol 
reported today as the traffic fa- 
tality toll was completed. Lt. J. 
A. Bergland, safety officer for 
the patrol, reported that 1009 
persons were killed last year on 
Missouri roads. In rural areas 
828 were killed and in cities 


the toll was 181. 

Up to Dec. 1, there was a to- 
tal of 14,018 accidents in Mis- 
souri, Bergland said. In that pe- 
riod, 10,374 were injured. 

The 1952 figure was an in- 
crease of seven deaths over 1951.
